Mr. Bergeron said that there are 295 children from 
Rochester playing in the League. "That's about two-thirds 
of the children in Rochester Memorial School," he said. 

Rochester Selectman Gary Laboa has been Master 
of Ceremony for many years now. As the teams stood 
proudly around the baseball diamond, Mr. Laboa began 
the ceremony by referring to the start of the baseball sea- 
son as a "rite of spring." 

The big news for Rochester baseball is the new 
lighting system at the Dexter Lane Park. Mr. Laboa said 
the lights were a tremendous expense for the League and 
invited donations from the community. The new lighting 
means that Rochester teams will be able to play at night 
for the first time in the League's history. Dexter Park also 
has a new electronic score board donated by A.D. Make- 
peace, Inc. 

Pirates' coach George Kirby thinks the lighted 
field will make a big difference for Little League. 

"It should make playing the games much easier," 
he said, "especially since Rochester is a growing commu- 
nity and we have an additional team." The new team is 
the Marlins.

Ms. Prescott's etchings are created from a metal- 
graphic plate designed for making prints. The plate is 
prepared for etching by coating the surface with materials 
such as molten solder and metal cement which is painted 
on and then hardens. A drawing is produced ahead of 
time and transferred onto the plate. 

Once the drawing is transferred, tools such as 
scrapers and needles are used to etch the design into the 
plate which is then placed in an acid bath. The plate is 
coated with ink and pressed onto paper or another surface 
for printing. Warm plates produce darker tones; cool 
plates create lighter tones. Ms. Prescott has several angel 
etchings at the Marion Art Center gallery including "Black 
and White Angel," "Pink and Blue Angel," and "Three 
Angels." 

Ms. Prescott also creates monotypes — "Win- 
tertime" and "Sxmrise on Beaver Dam" are two of many 
on display. A monotype is a one-of-a-kind print that is 
created when an artist paints an image on glass and then 
presses it onto a surface. 

Ms. Prescott says she loves the surprise that she 
gets at the end of the etching process. 

"I really like to draw," she said, "I love making 
prints because of the element of surprise. You never know 
what you are going to get when you lift the etching or 
monotj^e off the paper."

In addition to being an artist, Ms. Prescott is an 
actress and a retired art teacher who substitutes at local 
schools and also trains her Welsh Corgis — she has five of 
them — for shows. 

Colleen Joy Carreiro describes herself as a "con- 
temporary, abstract, minimalist, who is searching for the 
balance between the physical and the spiritual; what is 
seen and unseen; movement and rest." 

Her texture-filled work includes different combi- 
nations of watercolors, pastels, charcoal, pencil, and ink.

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

April 11, 2006

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, April 11 at 6:00 
pm by Chairman Stephen J. Lombard. Also present were 
Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Town Administrator 
Michael J. Botelho, and Assistant to the Town Administra- 
tor Melody Pacheco. Selectman Jordan C. Collyer was not 
present for the meeting. 

The board first met with Town Moderator Jack 
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Eklund and members of the Old Colony Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School Committee to jointly renew 
the appointment of Blanche B. Perry to the regional school 
committee. The boards unanimously voted to reappoint 
Ms. Perry to the school committee. 

The board next met with David St. Germaine and 
Veterans Agent Barry J. Denham to discuss Employer 
Support for the Guard and the Reserve. According to Mr. 
St. Germaine, in the wake of 9/11, many reserve military 
personnel have had trouble retaining their jobs after re- 
turning from military duty. 

"What we're asking you to do is the Town of 
Mattapoisett to reaffirm support for the Guard and the 
Reserve," Mr St. Germaine said. 

Chairman Lombard read a proclamation to that 
effect, stating the town's continued commitment to those 
who serve in the military to be able to retain their rights to 
reemployment upon returning home. 

"We've had this document signed by somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 75 cities and towns," Mr St. Ger- 
maine said, "so people are getting on board." 

At 6:16 pm the board met with Chuck Mc- 
Cullough on behalf of the Mattapoisett Lions Club to dis- 
cuss their recent request to use Shipyard Park for the 2006 
Harbor Days Celebration. According to Mr McCullough, 
the annual waterfront event will begin with tents going

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
permission to the Mattapoisett Lions Club to once again 
hold their Annual Harbor Days Celebration in Shipyard 
Park on the weekend of July 15-16, 2006 with various 
events also planned for the preceding week as cited. 

At 6:23 pm the board met with members of 
the Recreation Committee to discuss the Mattapoisett 
Youth Baseball Association (MYBA) which was formed 
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to raise funds for youth baseball. "As I understand they 
are a private organization raising funds for baseball ... it 
doesn't address softball, so we have some concerns with 
gender equity," said Recreation Committee member Ellen 
Driscoll.

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them.

"The problem is we weren't in the loop," Mr. Duff 

said. 

"With all due respect to the hard work that the 
Harbormaster has done, the MAB advises the Board of 
Selectmen as to how rules should be structured and how 
fees are set," Selectman Andrews added. "The basic rules 
and regulations of the harbor ... should be given by the 
Harbormaster to the MAB (for review). That's the purpose 
of the Marine Advisory Board." 

With that, the board recommended the MAB once 
again review the latest version of the Harbor Rules and 
Regulations via an appointed subcommittee and then sub- 
mit an approved version for the Selectmen's final signa- 
ture and posting. 

"I've gotten a number of calls from out-of-town 
residents saying they were stunned to learn their fees had 
risen eight-fold," Selectman Andrews said of the recently- 
changed mooring fees. "As our Marine Advisory Board, 
I'd like you to let us know if there's an equitable distribu- 
tion (of fees) among the fleet." 

In other matters, the board: 

• Voted to sign and approve letters drafted by 
Attorney Bill Solomon supporting the beginning of a 
cable licensing process with Verizon, Inc. as per a recom- 
mendation from the ORCTV Board of Directors. ORCTV 
is supportive of bringing in the competing cable company 
as long as they provide equal financial support for Public, 
Education and Government (PEG) Access programming.

Solomon, who recently negotiated the contact between 
Comcast and the tri-towns, that the potential addition of 
Verizon service wasn't necessarily a bad thing. In fact, it 
would very likely encourage more competitive pricing 
and also provide an additional source of funding for Pub- 
lic, Education and Government (PEG) Access program- 
ming. 

"Instead of the knee-jerk reaction that Verizon 
won't support PEG Access, we can approach them and 
agree to support their (application) if they provide us 
with the same level of (funding) as Comcast," Mr. Souza 
said. "The final numbers will be left up to negotiations, 
but it's better if we approach them first than wait for them 
to come to us."

Nick Naylor (Aaron Eckhart), the "yuppie Mepliis- 
toplieles" at the center of Thank You for Smoking, brings 
Americans the message that smoking cigarettes is about 
freedom of choice, not about health issues. He may even 
believe it himself, but one can't be sure. A tobacco- lobby 
spokesman with the charisma of Satan and morals to 
match, Nick loves what he does — in theory, anyway 
— and the beauty of the film is that we understand why he loves it. A genius 
at debate and misdirection, Nick prides himself on spinning verbal webs; he 
doesn't actually have much emotionally invested in tobacco, but they sure 
pay him well, and he's the lobby's top dog. And he loves the challenge of 
defending the indefensible. 

Thank You for Smoking is a fast, bubbly satire that does full justice 
to the addictive Christopher Buckley novel it's based on — a story neither 
liberal nor conservative, like Citizen Ruth, the last great American satire. 
It's not as nasty or as complex as that film — it skims the surface, but in this 
case the surface is a pretty fun place to be. In his travels, Nick runs across a 
beehive of colorful characters, tiie most interesting being his fellow lobbyists 
and friends PoUy (Maria Belle), who represents the alcohol industry, and 
Bobby Jay (David Koechner), who shills for guns. The trio call themselves 
the MOD Squad — Merchants of Death. They sit huddled in a red cave of 
a pub and trade war stories and morbid statistics. Somehow, we sympathize 
with the rotten day at work they've all had. 

Out in Los Angeles, Nick courts Hollywood agent Jeff Megail (a 
fatuous, kimono-wearing Rob Lowe) to get him to persuade movie stars to 
smoke in movies and make the habit sexy again. He also bears an attache 
caseofhundred-doUarbillsforLomeLutch (Sam Elliott), aformer Marlboro 
Man now dying of lung cancer and using his last breaths to excoriate the 
tobacco industry. Nick, trying to hold onto his job, is desperate to get good 
p.r. for smoking, and though it's not a noble goal, we enjoy watching Nick 
at work — he's smart, and happy about being smart, and Aaron Eckhart 
makes him just about impossible to dislike. Going back to In the Company 
of Men almost a decade ago, Eckhart has a palpable talent for morally slip- 
pery characters you hate to love. 




The movie has been directed with deadpan fizz (many freeze-frames 
catching characters with goofy expressions) by Jason Reitman, son of 
Ghosthiisters director Ivan Reitman — who, sadly, hasn't made a film 
in years as good as his son's debut here. Characters like the anti-smok- 
ing Senator Finistirre (William H. Macy) are introduced like the political 
specimens-under-glass they are, while others like seductive reporter Heather 
HoUoway (Katie Holmes) — who lures Nick into ill-advised candor — or 
the tobacco kingpin "The Captain" (Robert Duvall in a fine great-old-man 
turn) get properly Hollywood treatment. Reitman also doesn't become part 
of the problem: nobody smokes in the movie, though almost every character 
did in the book. Anyway, the movie is less about smoking than about a 
man who's the best at what he does, though what he does isn't particularly 
admirable. 

1 could've done without Nick's son (Cameron Bright), whom Nick 
carts aroimd L.A., hoping to reconnect with him. In the book, Buckley 
kept the kid offstage (and also made much more of the subplot in which 
Nick is abducted by anti-smoking zealots); Reitman writes several scenes 
in which Nick and the boy sit down and talk about proper debate tactics. 
It's not bad as such things go — Nick doesn't talk down to the kid — but 
it steals away time better spent listening to Nick's boss (J.K. Simmons in 
fuU bluster) sound off, or sitting with the MOD Squad in their tight social 
exile, or hearing Robert Duvall wrap his creaky Southern accent around 
cynical remarks that pop liberal pieties like balloons. 1 wish Thank You for 
Smoking weren't so afraid of losing the audience; 1 wish it had more faith 
in Nick's ability to persuade us, if not of the worth of his cause, then of his 
worth as the anti-hero of a satire. Still, the film is remarkable for what it 
does do, and it's refreshing to see a lead character take such pleasure in his 
own intelligence and rhetoric. We enjoy the audacity of Nick's claims and 
the skill with which he delivers them. That's enough for me.

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Politics and Personalities

Much has been said of late about whether certain 
elected public officials in the tri-town area are "quali- 
fied" to do their jobs or not. I've always thought this 
point to be moot, since the voting public, by and large, 
readily admits to participating in something akin to a 
glorified popularity contest at the polls. 

Not that I want to criticize anyone for at least 
making the attempt to exercise their right to vote — as 
clearly half of the given population in any community 
isn't even registered to vote, let alone actually partaking 
in the democratic process. But it is an odd little ritual 
we find ourselves caught up in every year around this 
time, having to pick our local leaders. 

For example, there's been a great deal of press 
devoted lately to whether Rochester Town Treasurer 
Naida Parker is capable of handling the job she was 
elected to do. There's been similar questions raised 
about the Highway Surveyor's position in Mattapoisett 
now that longtime public servant Wesley Bowman has 
opted to retire from the position. What's odd is 1 can't 
recall a single person raising similar concerns about 
qualifications when both were up for election and re- 
election, respectively, last year. 

I have my own opinions as to whether positions 
like the Town Treasurer and Highway Surveyor should 
remain elected as opposed to appointed ... but I'll prob- 
ably save those for another column somewhere down 
the road. 

What 1 do want to point up here, now that we're 
officially knee-deep into the tri-town election season, 
is how fickle voters can be when it comes to placing 
a checkmark next to a name on the ballot ... and how 
easily swayed they are by perceptions and personali- 
ties rather than qualifications or experience. 

Without naming names, I've had some recent 
discussions with various people "in the know" about 
each of the annual elections in Rochester, Mattapoisett 
and Marion. Each town has a couple of contested races 
and there are two viable candidates running for the 
top office of Selectman in all three as well. So it's only 
natural that I'd be curious about how the voting public 
is leaning as we approach "Election Day." 



Discounting the usual political rhetoric and cam- 
paign slogans, what I've heard mostly is that people 
readily either "like" or "don't like" one candidate 
over another. There also seems to be a clear division 
between the incumbent up for re-election (sometimes 
perceived as "the establishment") and the everyman 
challenger attempting to "fight the good fight" through 
a grassroots effort to get elected. 

Also not surprising is the fact that the challengers in 
all three races are running on a basic platform of simply 
not being the incumbent. They position themselves as 
the antidote to the current official who has poisoned 
town government. 

What I'm not hearing from voters at all is what 
makes their personal pick qualified to take on the job. 
What their candidates' plans and beliefs are ... how their 
past experience with X, Y and Z can be translated into 
an effective job of steering the town over the next three 
years. 

Even though some candidates have made a con- 
certed effort to get such information out through 
campaign ads and public forums, 1 think it mostly 
falls on deaf ears, as voters are more inclined to vote 
for someone they "like" or, worse yet, someone their 
friends or neighbors "like." 

And if 1 could boil down the essence of the deci- 
sion-making process for tri-town voters in 2006 to one 
word for each opposing candidate, it would be that 
the incumbents are all "arrogant" while the challeng- 
ers are all "nice." That may very well be, but degrees 
of arrogance and nicety do not tell me anything about 
escalating taxes, the quality of schools, plans for future 
growth, changes needed in infrastructure, and so on. 

Let me be clear again that this isn't an attempt to 
chastise voters for getting out to the polls on Election 
Day — everyone who does should be applauded for 
doing their civic duty. 

But 1 only wish the same amount of thought that 
goes into the critical thinking process about what we 
expect from elected officials after the fact could be used 
while making an educated choice for someone in the 
ballot box.
